The new ruling requires all 
enrollees of the Salinas Junior 
College to maintain a “C” aver- 
age each semester or the student 
failing to do so will be placed on 
probation for the following se- 
mester. If the student again fails 
to keep the specified average he

Now being exhibited in the 
Art Gallery are a number of wa- 
tercolor paintings by Leon Amyx, 
art instructor of the college. The 
exhibit, sponsored by The Pan- 
ther Sentinel, is open to the gen- 
eral public from nine o’clock un- 
til four o’clock every class day. 

This exhibition 
group of paintings done during 
the past summer while Amyx 
was employed by the United 
State Forest Service as a fire 
guard. Since the forest service 
work was rather confining, the 
subjects for paintings were lim- 
ited to a radius of about 100 yards 
from the guard station. There- 
fore, one may notice a number 
of paintings of the same subject 
from different points of view. In

tition, each time a subject was 
sketched the technical handling 
of the water color' medium was 
changed. 

“Manzanita Lake,’ number 
three in the exhibit, is one of 
the most strikingly vivid of the 
group. The painting shows two 
men fishing in the foreground, 
and a beautiful contrast of color. 
is brought out by the dark trees 
against the light blue sky back- 
ground. 

Several paintings in the group 
have light backgrounds, even up 
to the point of being almost com- 
pletely -white. “The Thunder- 
head,” an abstraction, is another 
interesting watercolor. 

Amyx has had his paintings 
shown in several art exhibits in 
San Francisco, and his “Mountain 
Farm” is currently on a tour of 
Central America. He is a mem- 
ber of the San Francisco Art As- 
sociation and the American Wa- 
tercolor Society.

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ENROLLMENT 
INCREASES 


Enrollment at Salinas Junior 
College is showing a marked in- 
crease over last year’s registra- 
tion figures, indicating, according 
to the college administration, the 
seriousness in outlook of today’s 
students. Especially significant 
in the total student enrollment 
figure of 220 to date is the fact 
that there has been an increase 
of better than 70 per cent of re- 
turning sophomores over the year 
1943-44. 


Likewise noteworthy is_ the 
large drop in percentage of the 
numbers of special students cus- 
tomarily enrolled at the Jaysee. 
These semester compilations re- 
veal that there are 50 per cent 
fewer “specials” than last year 
at this time. The explanation 
rests in the fact that students 
who previously desired only spe- 
cial courses for a quick prepara- 
tion for a job now seek those 
courses which will lead to grad- 
uation and the Associate of Arts 
degree. 


The Freshman class, with a to- 
tal of 136, shows a 20 per cent 
increase over the previous col- 
lege year, 1943-44. Administra- 
tion figures also reveal a slight 
increase in the number of men 
students. The ratio of men and 
coeds is approximately one to 
two.
